@ Programs offered 


on three topics 


When Gallaudet began its Elderhostel 
program seven years ago, it offered one 
one-week program for 25 persons 60 
years or older who were adjusting to a 
hearing loss. This year, more than 150 
senior citizens will attend five programs 
covering three topics. 


With waiting lists as long as the par- 
ticipant lists, the Elderhostel offerings 
have expanded to help meet the needs 
of a growing population. “The popula- 
tion over the age of 60 is growing every 
year, and Gallaudet is trying to respond 
to this population trend by offering 
more programs,” said Maureen Durkin, 
coordinator of the Special Populations 
Program (SPP) within the National 
Academy. 


This year SPP is sponsoring two El- 
derhostel programs on hearing loss in 
later years, two programs on deaf histo- 
ry and the nation’s capital and a new 
program on cultural Washington, com- 
municating in sign language and keep- 
ing fit. 

The new offering is open to all per- 
sons 60 years of age and older— 
regardless of whether or not they have

Emmy awards 


Gallaudet’s Department of Television, 
Film and Photography has been nomi- 
nated for three Emmy awards by the 
Washington, D.C. Chapter of the Na- 
tional Academy of Television Arts and 
Sciences. 


Up for three of 14 awards in which 
local independent producers were nomi- 
nated, the department was nominated 
for “Deaf Mosaic,” its “Deaf Portrait” 
feature on “Deaf Mosaic” and for the 
program’s set design. 


“Deaf Mosaic,” a one-half hour pro- 
gram focusing on deafness-related is- 
sues, was nominated for an award in 
the category of Independent Produc- 
tions. The program, airing across the 
nation on the Public Broadcasting Sys- 
tem and The Discovery Channel, is one 
of three nominated in the category. 

Also nominated is “John McLaugh- 
lin’s Special Report: Is the Reagan 
Revolution Dead?” produced by John 
McLaughlin and Potomac Teleproduc- 
tions’ “Redskins Saturday Night.” 


The “Deaf Portrait” feature airing on 
each month’s “Deaf Mosaic” was nomi- 
nated in the category of Individual Pro- 
gram Segments. The feature, a 
one-minute dramatized profile of a 
historic deaf person, is one of 11 
nominated. 

The set design used in “Deaf Mosaic” 
was nominated in the category of Set 
Design. There is only one other nomi- 
nation in the category—going to 
WUSA-TV for its set in “Countdown to 
Kickoff.” 


The department also was honored 
May 30 when its “Celebration of Learn- 
ing” piece was selected as a finalist in 
this year’s International Television As- 
sociation awards competition. 


Lonise Bias talks at sports banquet 


MSSD’s athletes and coaches were 
honored during the school’s annual 
sports banquet June 4, during which 
Lonise Bias, mother of the late Univer- 
sity of Maryland basketball star Len 
Bias, spoke about the importance of 
students overcoming peer pressure. 


Bias, whose son died last year of co- 
caine use, stressed the importance of 
self-preservation. She told the students 
to “love yourself and don’t do anything 
to harm yourself. You have a mission 
and you can’t make it if you’re always 
following someone else.” 


Len Bias, who had just been drafted 
by the Boston Celtics basketball team, 
was enjoying one of the high points in 
his life at the time of his death about 
one year ago, his mother noted. “God 
took one man to save millions,” she 


stated, maintaining that her son’s death 
has made others aware of the dangers 
of drug use. 


Referring to those who use drugs to 
help cope with personal problems, Bias 
said, “alcohol and drugs kill. When you 
come down off that high, your 
problems are still there. 


“The greatest love of all is the love 
you have for yourself,” she said. 


Following her talk, Bias was made an 
honorary letterwoman at MSSD. 


Awards in 18 categories were 
presented during the evening’s ceremno- 
nies, which were attended by about 
300 people. Sonya Fortun was named 
the school’s female athlete of the year 
and Earl Morris was named the 
school’s male athlete of the year. 


Lecture series 
gets under way 
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Folklore: Deaf Jokes and Other Sto- 
ries.” Dr. Carmel will provide an over- 
view of the folklore of the American 
deaf community including deaf jokes, 
personal experiences, narratives, 
legends and deaf cartoons.

An associate 
professor in the Department of Art, 
Sonnenstrahl will provide a closer look 
at the man after whom Gallaudet’s arts 
building is named. 

Gilbert Eastman, a professor in the 
Department of Theatre Arts, will dis- 
cuss “Visual Gestural Communication” 
on June 30. In an effort to help those 
in attendance understand the basis of 
American Sign Language and French 
Sign Language, Eastman will focus on 
expressive and receptive gestural com- 
munication skills. 

Will Madsen, an associate professor 
in the Department of Sign Communica- 
tion, will talk about and demonstrate 
the international sign language, Gestu- 
no, in his presentation “Gestuno: Interna- 
tional Sign Communication” on July 2. 

“Dancing in the Silent World” is the 
topic of Sue Gill-Gould’s presentation 
on July 7. Gill-Gould, assistant director 
of the Gallaudet Dance Company, will 
include in her discussion the history 
and some myths about deafness and 
dance. 

The Rev. Clifford Bruffey of the 
Office of Campus Ministries will give a 
presentation entitled “But Our God 
Knows.” His talk on July 9 will center 
on the challenges facing those who 
work with deaf people in church 
settings. 

On July 14 Nancy Lewis, an instruc- 
tor at the School of Preparatory 
Studies, will discuss “Deaf and Hearing 
Relationships.” Her lecture will touch on 
how deaf and hearing people feel about 
each other and how their relationships 
have changed in the last decade. 

“Humor in the Deaf Community,” 
presented by M.J. Bienvenu, will round 
out the lecture series on July 16. Bien- 
venu, an instructor at the School of 
Preparatory Studies, will compare the 
humor of deaf and hearing people.

comprehensive audiologic assessment,

Discussion topics include “Coping 
with Hearing Loss from a Psychosocial 
Perspective,” “Communication Strate- 
gies” and “Impact of Hearing Loss on 
Spouse/Family/Friends.” 


The two sessions on deaf history and 
the nation’s capital present the history 
and culture of deaf Americans through 
lectures, slides and classroom discus- 
sion.
